STREETS. 

To keep the streets of the city in good condition is a dif- 
ficult problem, and one requiring constapt attention. Good 
results have been obtained by the Street department during 
the past year. The work of laying surface drains has been con- 
tinued, and has proved very beneficial to the streets. 

I believe this work should be eoutiaued this year and ree- 
ommend that an appropriation-be made for that purpose. 

In my message of last year IT made several suggestions in 
regard to streets. My views on these matters are the same this 
year, and in addition | would recommend that Hancock street 
between Saville and straightened 
widened in accordance with a plan I sent to last year’s Coun- 
cil.

SEWERS. 

The rapid growth of the city makes necessary the expen- 
construction. Last 
year four and three-fourths miles of sewer were built and 340 
house connections made, and there still remains applications 
which if granted would call for the expenditure of at least $30,- 
000. The matter of sewer construction is very properly car- 
ried on under the bonding method and outside the debt limit. 

For this work the Legislature of 1895 authorized the issu- 
ing of bonds to the amount of $400,000, of which $398,000 
has been spent; the Legislature of 1902 authorized the issuing 
of bonds to the amount of $200,000, of which $196,000 has been 
spent, and ee Legislature of 1905 authorized the issuing of 
bonds to the amount of $200,000, all of which has been expend- 
ed.

These issues are practically exhausted and [ recommend 
that application be made to this year’s Legislature for authori- 
ty to issue additional bonds to earry on the work of further 
sewer construction. 


SIDEWALKS. 


During the past year three and five-eights miles of perma- 
nent sidewalks were built. I believe this work is appreciated 
by our citizens and a substantial appropriation should be made 


to continue the same during the present year. 
SCHOOLS. 


All the school buildings, exeept the «Adams, are in good 
condition, The Adams building is old, out of date, and should 
be replaced by a new one. The School Committee have reeom- 
mended that a new building be ereeted in the Bigelow Park dis- 
trict. This recommendation should receive your early and se- 
rious consideration. 

Last year $21,000 was appropriated for the erection of a 
four-room school building at Houghs Neck. The building has 
been erected and the city, considering the amount of 
expended, has, in my opinion, a very good and satisfaetory 
building. This opinion is concurred in by men competent to 
judge of such matters, who, at my request, from time to time 
during the construction of the building, inspected the same. 

Appropriations have been made for the erection of new 
school buildings in the Wollaston and Montelair districts. 
Work on these buildings will be commenced early in the vear. 

PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS AND PARKS. 

Next to schools I believe properly equipped and main- 
tained playgrounds to be of most vital importance in the de- 
velopment of the children of the city. 

The city in 1909, having aecepted the provision of chap- 
ter 513 of the Acts of 1908, it is ineumbent upon it to equip 
and maintain at least two playgrounds under the provisions 
of that act. Last year a start was made‘ ‘along these lines in 
Ward Four. This year the work should/ be continued and in 
addition to the one in Ward Four, anothér playground should 
be equipped and maintained, possibly in Ward Two. 

The public bathhouse in Ward Two should be enlarged, as 
it is wholly inadequate to meet the demands made upon it. An 
appropriation should be made for that Purpose,

Some delay was necessarily experienced by the department 
n Securing its equipment and in arranging details incidental 
to its assuming this work. It is now, however, being carried on 
by the department in a satisfactory manner, and I believe that 
the results this year will justify the change from the former 
method of doing the same. 

In the spring of last vear a tuberculosis camp was estab- 
lished in Quincy. Arrangements were made with the parties 
interested in the same whereby several of the city’s patients 
were cared for in the camp at am expense less than it has 
heretofore cost the city to care for them elsewhere. 

A Ithough the hospital can only accommodate nine perma- 
nent jutients it has proved of great assistance to the Board of 
Health. as well as a public safeguard against the spread of tu- 
berculosis. and its work should be be appreciated by our citi- 
ZCUS, 

! hope the city will some day in the near future see the 
wisdom of maintaining a hospital for contagious diseases, one 
Which will accommodate more patients than the present camp 
is capable of accommodating. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 

Large demands are made on this department each year 
owing to the number of buildings being erected in’ the city. 
Notwithstanding the department has met these demands as 
promptly as the means at its disposal would allow, a large num- 
ber of applications for water are on file in the water office, and 
J trast an appropriation will be made early in the year to carry 
on the work of this department. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

While this depariment is in good condition its efficieney 
will be greatly improved by the addition of the auto fire truck 
the purchase of which was recently authorized by the Council 
of 7910, 

This department could be further improved by the addi- 
tion of more permanent men. 


POLICE. 


This department has done good work during the past year. 

The new combination ambulance and patrol automobile 
has added greatly to the efficiency of the department. The 
work of the department, however, is made hard owing to the 
smal. number of men at its command.

With the im- 
mense tract of land owned by the Railroad Company at \At- 
lantie needing ouly (he completion of a track connecting Mat- 
tapan. Hyde Park, Dedham and Framingham to give our water 
front freight connection with the centre of our state, with the 
United States Government survey of the last link of the Intra 
Coastal Canal from Narragansett bay to Boston harbor practi- 
eally finished, with our improved channel, our great ship- 
building plant at Fore river, our world famous granite, we 
have right here in our city the greatest incentive to still fur- 
ther improve our water front of any city in New England. 
We have commenced to buy locations for public landings anid 
expect in the near future to have all sections of the city prov!- 
ded for. Iam investigating the matter of a public dock and 
firmly believe that our granite industry demands the building 
of such a dock with improved facilities for loading and unload- 
ing, and that such an improvement would be of great benefit 
to our granite business.

‘(rrest of Veteran Banking 
Official Creates Surprise 


SHORTAGE GE NEARLY $50,009 


| Treasurer Crowson of Westfield Sav- 


ings Bank Charged With Making 


| False Returns to Bank Commission- 
er—His Stealings Carried on Previ- 
/ ous to 1899, Being Successfully 
| Covered Up Until the Present 


Westfield, Mass., Jan. 2.—Follow- 
ing the discovery of a _ shortage of 
'neariy $60,000 in the funds of the 
‘Westfield Savings bank, the treasurer 
ot the institution, Velenus W. Crow- 
,son, was placed under arrest. Ac- 
cording to a statement issued by State 
| Bank Examiner Chapin, he has con- 
tessed. 

Crowson was arraigned before Judge 
Kellogg in the local district court, 
charged with making false returns to 
the bank commissioner, on seven 
counts.. He pleaded not guilty and 
was hela for a hearing on Jan. 14 in 
| $1500 bonds on each count, a total of 
| $10,500. He secured bail aud was re- 
lteased. An hour previous to bis ar- 
raignment in court Crowson resigned 
as treasurer of the bank. 

Crowson was charged with making 
false returns rather than with lar- 
ceny, because, it is declared, no 
money has been taken from the bank 
since 1899, the misappropriations ex- 
tending over a period of twenty-four | 
years previous to that time. 

The shortage will not result in the’ 
closing of the bank, according to Com- 
missioner Chapin. 

A statement of the condition of the| 
bank at the close of business Dec. 27, 
after the shortage had been adjusted, 
showed total assets of $3,119,928.54; 
deposits, $2,881,666.86; guarantee 
fund, $149,839.22. The president of 
the bank is L. F. Thayer.

Chemist Wiley Wants Congress go

before congress by Dr. Wiley, the 
chemist of the department of agri-| 
culture.

“Especially is sole leather loaded 
which ought not to be,” said Wiley. 
“Glucose adds to the weight of the | 
leather and, of course, when you go 
out into the wet and snow, the glu-| 
cose, which is soluble, runs out and) 
the water runs into its place.

Marathon 


William J. Hackett of Quincy, the 


| Brookline Gymnasium Association 
long-distance runner who won the 
Brockton Fair Marathons in 1909 and 
1910, is to compete in the big English 


Marathon to be held on Queen Vic- 
toria’s birthday, May 24, at London. 


Hackett will leave this country about 


April 1 and will finish his preparatory | 


/ work on the roads over which the 
event is to be held. 

| It was originally planned that he 
run in the Boston Athletic Association 
| run before going, but as itis figured 
that the Back Bay club’s event would 
interfere with the English event he has 
decided to abandon this idea. 

There is no runner, says the Herald, 
better qualified to represent this coun- 
try in the English event than the Quin- 
cy runner, who has brought’ the 
winged emblem to the front in many a 
' hard-fought long-distance event. He 

is one of the few runners in this coun- 
try who has ever repeated in Mara- 
thons in two successive years. The 
manner in which he won the Brockton 
fair run last October was remarkable. 
He came from behind and in the last 
' five miles showed as wonderful a burst 
of speed as ever marked the finish of 
{ such a contest.

Lodge Defends Hi His Record at | 
a Mighly F Reception | 


the senator’ shouted themselves | 
hoarse with tears streaming from their 
eyes. 

Tears trickled down the cheeks of 
Lodge as he reached the peroration 
of an address which lasted precisely 
an hour. At the close he referred to 
his long years of service and _ his, 
loyalty to Massachusetts. 

His voice broke as the periods of 
‘the peroratéon thrilled through the 
great auditorium. 

A big overflow meeting followed in | 
Chickering hall. Old campaigners | 
said it was the most remarkable spec- 
tacle they ever witnessed in the poli- 
tics of the state. 

Never in these two meeting-places 
has there been a more pronounced 
display of emotion. The speech was 
delivered with much simplicity of 
manner, but the climaxes fairly swept 
the audiences from their feet. 

Senator Lodge was cheered for 
seven minutes when he appeared upon 
the platform at 8 o'clock. Section by 
section the auditorium took up the 
cheers until they went around again 
and again. 

His entire speech was. devoted 
largely to a survey of his career in 
‘congress and a restatement of his 
position upon the tariff. He declared 
|that upon the tariff and Canadian 
reciprocity he had been persistently 
‘and effectively misrepresented, but 
he made no direct allusion to Govy- 
ernor-elect Foss, and apparently did 
not aim this shaft at the recent cam- 
paign which the governor-elect has 
been waging. 

Senator Lodge was the only occu- 
pant of the rostrum. He stood there 
alone, his hand resting easily upon 
the desk upon which lay the type- 
; Written pages of his address. Parts 
of it he read with care, and the cpap 
quent parts he delivered with hands 
outstretched and with his voice pene- | n;

But I cared for those 
honors most because I could lay them 
at the feet of Massachusetts as mute 
witnesses that now, as in the past, 
she was a leader among the states. 

“Every tradition of our great state 
is dear to me, every page of her his- 
tory Is to me a household word.

Americans and Foreigners Re-

MUCH INTEREST MANIFESTED

Boston, Jan. 
banks, authorized by congress, opened 
for business yesterday all over the 
country. Only one postoffice in each 
of the New England states was se- 
lected for the introduction of the sys- 


fem. Norwood was designated to, 


make the first trial in Massachusetts; 
Bristol in Rhode Island, Berlin in 
New Hampshire, Rumford in Maine 
and Montpelier in Vermont. 

This innovation in banking or postal 
business was received with a display 
of sseneral interest from the first hour. 
When the doors of the postoffice were 


opened at Norwood there were several | 
persons on hand with small amounts ! 


of cash ready to be deposited, and as 
the day wore on more came to make 
deposits or make inquiries, so that 
this new feature kept the postmaster 
and his assisfant busy all day. 

The idea that foreigners would 
avail themselves of the system, with 
Which they had become somewhat 
familiar at home, proved to be cor- 
rect; but the interest was not con- 


fined to them. Many American per- | 


sons Opened accounts in the postof- 
lice. 

There are two ways of depositing 
and both were called into operation. 
Some patrons had as much as $1 to 
deposit and for this they were given 
a certificate. Others, who had less, 
bought little books with spaces for 10- 
cent stamps, and a few stamps to 
put into them. This little book they 
ean bring to the office whenever they 
have 10 cents to spend for a stamp and 
when they have filled it they may turn 
{t in and reccive a certificate for it 
like the certificate given for larger 
cash deposits. 


It is this provision for small de-| 


posits which is going to he of help to 
those who have small earnings, and 
will be an encouragement for the lit- 
tle folks in the town to save their 
pennies and start bank accounts with 
them. 

It is understood that in estanblish- 
ing the experimental postal savings 
banks in thg-various states, the gov- 
ernment was guided in its selection 
by the character and nationality of the 
foreign people, many of whom are 
tverse to making deposits in local 
hanks and consequently are sending 
! amounts of money through 
postal money orders and through the 
expr companies to their home 
countries. The results in these trial 
postal banks will be studied carefully 
by the federal officials so that neces- 
sary improvements may be made and 
the system adjusted and perfected as 
rapidly as possible. 

In the New England states the in- 
terest rate of 2 percent allowed by the 


government is lower than the average | 


rate paid by the local savings banks, 
| but this difference in the interest rate 
may be offset by the absolute security 


of deposits made in the postal banks. | 
| Throughout New England the deposits 
in the local savings banks may be 
| taxed for | 


percent in the levies of 
the tax assessors, but the assessors 
cannot levy on the deposits in the 


postal savings banks. 
A valuable feature of the system is 
the privilege accorded of converting 


the savings into United States bonds 


issued in denominations of $20, $40, 


$60, $50, $160 and so on up to $500. | 


These bonds will draw 2% percent in- 
terest. Not more than $100 may be 
deposited in one month, nor a total 
exceeding $500 by one person.

Popular Government 

We have reached a crisis in the af- 
fairs of this commonwealth. It is a) 
crisis which our form of government! 
is facing today not only in Massachu- | 
setts but in every state of the union. |

the birthplace of popular govern-| 
ment. | 

The people, in all sections of the! 
| country, have lost confidence in many | 
of their public servants. The dictator- | 
ship by political bosses and by repre-} 
sentatives of special interests is hotly | 
| resented, for these men desire to con-' 
_tro] public servants and to direct 
legislation to their own ends. They 
'do not desire the enactment of laws 
| Guarantecing justice to all and privi-| 
lege to none. 
| Massachusetts has always been the 
| leader at every great turning point in| 
the policy of the nation, and she must! 
‘lead today in restoring the govern- | 
|; ment into the hands of tne people. 
She must banish every power and} 
every influence which is hostile to the 
; rule of the people. H 

She must tolerate no public servant | 
| who arrogates to himself the prerog- 
|atives of government, or who turns 
his back to the people at the beck of) 
special interests or their agents—it 
jexists for the people. It belongs to 
‘the people. 

That, gentlemen, is the ideal. 
Now, what are the conditions today? | 
Government of the people is coming 
‘to be only a name. Representatives | 
‘of the monopolistic interests have 

usurped the prerogatives of the peo- 
ple. They have acquired too great a 
control, and have too largely shaped 
|the policy of federal and state af-| 
fairs. 

The usurpation of power can only 
be ended by the people taking into 
their own hands the direction and 
control of their government. 

The first step is to abolish the boss

All candidates for public office with- 
out exception must be chosen by the! 
people through the direct primary. 
Only by this means can they be held 
accountable.

, Establish the direct primary, choose 
your own public servants without 
reference to any machine or faction, 
make them accountable only to your- 
selves, and popular government will 
be established. 

To the direct primary must be, 
joined the power of recall; so that any | 
public servant who proves recreant 
to his trust may be immediately dis- 
missed. 

Important as these steps are, it is 
of far greater importance that the! 
people keep their power over legisla- 
tion through the initiative and the 
referendum. 

Under the conditions which exist! 
today, as I see them, these are the 
only true safeguards of representative 
government. 

There can be no valid objection to 
these mcasures if we believe in the 
capacity, and therefore the right, 
of the pcople to govern themselves. 

If the people are competent to exer- 
cise the power of the franchise, then, 
they are competent to advise their 
public servants and recall them if they 
kre not true to thejr trust. 

The referendum provides that an 
important legislative measure shall be’ 
submitted to the people upon their re- 
quest betore it becomes a law. 

The initiative provides that the peo- 
ple themselves may prepare and pass 
a constitutional amendment or an im- 
| portant law if the legislature persist- 

ently refuses to enact it. 

I urge upon you a resolve for a 
fonstitutional amendment to previde 
for the initiative and the referendum.

Election Reforms 

Turning now to the consideration of 
our election methods, let us give 
earnest thought to the subject of cam- 
paign expenses. 

The use of money in our elections 


|has become a great evil, for it 


amounts to a substantial denial of the 
privilege of a man of moderate means 
to aspire to many public offices in the 
commonwealth; or else it overwhelm- 
ingly tempts him to make his secret 
peace with those private interests 
which will finance his campaign if he 
will serve them in office. 

It has become no small part of the 
lobby today to go about the state be- 
fore the caucuses, “setting up dis- 


vate agreements to supply candidates 
with campaign funds if they will! 
promise in return to be friendly to 
the interests the lobby is serving. 
To correct this evil it is necessary 
to prohibit those methods of cam- 
paigning which cost so much money, 
and are not in themselves necessary 
for the proper enlightenment of the 


| voters. 


A healthy man does not need—and 
ought not to have—a carriage to con- 
vey him to the polls to perform a duty 
which he owes to his country, his! 
state and his family. 

The burden of hirlng carriages and! 


‘automobiles is too great for a candi- 


date poor in his own purse, and not 
pledged to some strong finaucial in- 
terest, to assume. 

The occasional carriage which is 
needed to convey an infirm man to the 
polis the state ought to furnish. 

For these reasons I recommend that 
the general court prohibit the hiring 
of carriages to transport voters to the, 
polls in any state, city or town elec- 
tion, except such as may be provided 
by the state for the use of the dis- 
abled. 

As for the able-bodied 


voter, it; 


| would be far better to provide a pen-| 


alty for unreasonably neglecting to go 
to the polls, or to give the warden of 
the election precinct power to issue a 
warrant and bring him to the polls; 
just as the speaker of the house can! 
order the sergeant-at-arms to arrest 
and bring a member to his seat when 
his presence is needed. 

If it is not constitutional to compel 
citizens to do their civic duty, Mas-| 
sachusetts ought to take the lead in 
such wise legislation by making it so. | 

In my judgment, the state should 
provide the political parties with halls’ 
in which to hold rallies in state elec- 
tions, and should also provide a cir-! 
cular in which the candidates may 
state to the voters the arguments in 
support of their candidacy. For the 
giving of political information to the 
voters and expounding the political 
principles of the candidates is not a 
privilege of the candidate, but is a! 
privilege of the voters themselves; ' 


since those who are to handle the ma-| 
chinery of government must be chosen 
upon the fullest information and must 
conduct it upon correct principles. | 

The government itself is the chief. 
beneficiary of the public meetings’ 
which are held to discuss political 
measures and candidates. Hence the 
government ought to supply hall in the 
different cities and towns once dur- 
ing a campaign for the candidates of | 
all political parties. 

I am of the opinion that the armor- 


| fes and assembly halls in cities and 
| towns should be freely opened to the 


citizens for political meetings. 

The meetings suggested will act to! 
stimulate the citizen to take a closer 
and more personal interest in shap- 
ing the policies of their government. 

This will tend to lessen the influ- 
ence of the men or corporations offer- 
ing to pay Gampaign expenses.

The purpose of this provision 1s not 
only to ensure a fair congressional 
apportionment, but to guarantee that 
the people shall be equitaby repre- 
sented in the state legislature. 

In the past this redistricting has 
been governed too largely by partisan 
considerations, and the districts havo 
been laid out with a view to serving 
the interests of the dominant political 
party in the state. : 

The necessity of such a reform hag 
just been clearly shown at our state 


‘election. 


The plurality of over 35,000 which 
I received on clear-cut issues imdicat- 
ed unmistakably and overwhelmingly 
the will of the people. 

Moreover, in the total popniar vote 
for the lower house of our legislature 
a plurality of over 38,000 was regis- 
tered against the return of our senior 
senator to the United States senate. 
Yet, owing to our gerrymandered 
districts, we have today a small Re- 
publican majority in the legislature, 
when an honest division of the state 
shown a 
Democratic majority; and we are con- 
fronted with the possibility of return- 
ing to the senate of the United States 
a man whose retirement the people 
have thus clearly demanded. 

In view of these facts and figures, t 
confidently expect that this legislature 
will have the courage to obey the 
manifest will of the people, and elect 
a senator, irrespective of party, who 
represents the progressive platform 
for which the majority of the people 
voted. 

Our methods are not in accord with 
the new order of things, and I re- 
spectfully recommend that in the re- 
districting of the state no considera- 
tion whatever shall be given to parti- 
san schemes, but that every district 


{shall be laid out on geometrical lines 


by the state engineers. 

1 recommend that the boundaries of 
districts so far as possible shall con- 
form to parallels of latitude and 
meridians of longitude; and that each 
district must possess the shortest 
possible boundary lines, and hence be 
rendered as compact as this arbitrary 
method of surveying and the distribu- 


| tlon of population will permit. 


Popular Q@overnment 

In spite of all opposition, the in- 
itiutive, the referendum and the re- 
call are already at hand. They repre- 
sent popular government in its high- 
est conception. We who know the 
town meeting should recognize the 
value of the principle when it is pro- 
posed to extend it to the state; it is 
Democratic to the core. 

The intelligence of the people, of 
the press and of legislators will be 
heightened by the study of specific 
measures; better men will enter pub- 
lic life; class legislation will be dis- 
couraged by the united vote of al! 
classes; the farmers and laboring 
men will secure the full measure of 
their influence in public affairs; re- 
straints will be removed upon needed 
reforms, and respect for law will be 
increased when every statute repre- 
sents the will of a majority of the 
people; the ignorant and indifferent 
will have less weight in such deci- 
sions, and the people can exercise 


| their intelligence better in voting for 


certain measures than for uncertain 
ones. 

It is undoubtedly true that to a great 
extent the election this year has been 
a protest against Republican mis- 
government and the failure of that 
party to redeem its pledges to hon- 
estly revise the tariff, and by so doing 
to remove the burdens of unequal tax- 
ation from the masses of the people. 

Basis of Popular Verdict 
To my mind, the basis of the popu- 


{lar verdict is as plain as if it were 


written in unmistakable words: the 
people demand that the duties shall 
be removed from all food products, 


| that raw materials shall be placed on 


the free list, and that substantial re- 
ductions shall be made in the duties 
on manutactured products; that the 
federal government shall take steps 
‘ooking toward better trade refations 
with our neighbor Canada, and that 
as a proof of our earnestness we shall 
reduce our duties to a level with those 


| of Canada, and then geek further reci- 


procal trade relations not only with 


|her but with other countries as the 


wisest and most efficient method of 
securing wider markets for our prod- 
ucts. They also demand that Massa- 
chusetts shall take her place along- 
side of other states in aiding the fed- 
eral government in levying an in- 
come tax, that the burdens of taxa- 
tion may fall more evenly upon the 
wealth of the country, where they 
justly belong. 

This wise legislation will assist in 
securing the necessary revenue for 
the support of the general govern- 
ment, and permit the burdens of 
taxation to be lifted from food prod- 


ucts and the necessities vf life, in or- 


der to reduce the cost of living to the 


' mass of the people. 


To this end I strongly urge you to 


ratify the federal income tax amend- 


ment, and memorialize congress upon 
the remainfng points just enumerated.

Anarchists Believed Responsi- 
ble For London Mystery

Man Wanted by Police Believed to, 
Have Escaped Flames—Gang Not! 
Thought to Be Those Who Operated |

In Bosten—Authorities 


In Not Capturing Desperadoes Alive 
and Securing Story of Plot 


London, Jan. 6.—Another element 
of mystery developed at the inquest 
into the death of Joseph Beron, whose 
mutilated body was found on Clapham 
common last Sunday. The murder is 
attributed by the police to the 
Houndsditech anarchist burglar gang, 
two members of which were killed in 
the raid on their den Tuesday. 

The physicians who examined 
Beron’s body said that they found on 
each cheek a wound cleanly cut in the 
form of the letter “S.” The witnesses 
declared that this deliberate cutting 
did not cause death, was quite sym- 
metrical and obviously symbolic of a 
secret society. They had never seen 
anything of the sort before. The po- 
lice accept the theory that Beron was 
killed by the members of an organiza- | 
tion of veiled purposes who left the 
sign of their order upon the body of 
the victim. | 

The police are not. satisfied that 
“Peter the Painter” was one of the 
two men killed in the Sidney street 
battle and are now working on the 
theory that he is alive and still at} 
large. Two hundred armed officers 
scoured the district of the East End, 
where the outlaws are supposed to; 
have lived, and another spectacular 
fight is promised should the fugitives 
be cornered. 

Officials at the police headquarters, 
when shown dispatches from New} 
York and Boston saying that the au- 
thorities of those cities believed that | 
the outlaws killed Tuesday were mem- 
bers of a gang that had operated in} 
America, said that the local investi- | 
gations had not produced the least 
confirmation of such a theory. The 
names mentioned in the dispatches do 
not indicate any connection with the | 
bands of criminals. 

These dispatches stated that it was 
believed that the two men were want- |

DEATH LIST WILL BE LARGE 


Two Thousand 
Killed or Injured and Whole Towns 
Wiped Out—Soldiers Rushed to 
Stricken Territory, Which Em- 
braces About a Thousand Square 


Persons Reported 


Miles—Communication Is Cut Off 


Tashmend, Asiatic Russia, Jan. 6. 
—Two thousand soldiers, accoutred 
for relief work, have been rushed into 
the earthquake-stricken territory of 
Semiryetchensk, Turkestan, where 


fully 2000 are now reported to have, 


been killed or wounded in the terrific 
and devastating earth tremors. 

Practically 1009 square miles of 
territory are sald to have been rav- 
aged, with whole towns wiped out and 
wide fissures in the steppes growing 
hourly. 

Reports from towns and villages on 
the edge of the death belt whither 
refugees fled in great numbers during 
the night, state that conditions in the 
interior of the devastated zone are 
horrifying beyond description. 

A big detachment of troops was or- 
dered to hurry at all possible speed 
from the Tashmend: barracks towards 
Kyernia, a fortified town of 23,000 in- 
habitants, which is reported wholly 
in ruins. 

At Kopal, a great section of the 
town lies in ruins, according to the 
meagre reporis. Communication was 
practically cut off and from the in- 
terior of the earthquake zone no 
detinite word came at all.

Relics of Aviator Picked Up tn

Brussels, Jan. 6.—The Aero club 
receiyed a dispatch from the presi- 
dent of the Ostend Aero club stating 
that an aviator’s cap and glasses, 
probably those worn by Cecil Grace, 
supposed to have been lost in the 
North sea, had been picked up at sea 
off Mariakerke, on the Belgian coast.

IAM'S new king, who made a 
S tour of the United States some 
years ago while he was the 
crown prince, will be known as 
King Chowfa, his full name being 
Chowfa Maha Vajiravudh He was 
recently crowned with appropriate cer- 
emonies, and it is expected that he 
will gradually make many changes in | 
the government of his land. He has 
been well trained, and so far as edu- 
cation goes he is fitted to become a 
ruler who will be a great help to his 
people. 

He is an Interesting character in 
many ways, combining as he does the | 
progressiveness of the west with the | 
superstition of the east. He is entire- | 


ther, the late King Chulalongkorn, was | 
himself progressive and a believer in 
education. Dissatisfied with the schools 
in his own land, he sent his eldest 
son, destined to succeed him, to Eng- 
land and Germany to be educated. 

After spending several years under 
« private tutor and in studying British | 
military methods at Sandhurst the fu- 
ture king passed a creditable examina- 
‘Hon and was admitted to Oxford unt- 
versity, Where he was graduated with 
honors. His success so pleased his | 
father that ten of his stepbrothers 
were sent to England, where they | 
went through Eton. | 

After finishing his education in Eng- | 
jand and Germany the future king vis- | 
fted the United States and studied po- | 
litical and commercial conditions here. | 
lle was particularly pleased with the | 
school system of America, and he de 
vlared that some day his country 
should have similar advantages. It is 
believed that the first reform the new 
king will attempt will be to establish 
bchools In Siam. 

While he was in this country the | 
future ruler spent some time at the 
world’s fair in St. Louis, where he was 
n close student of exhibits. 

With the exception of a few schools 
in Bangkok, the capital, education in | 
Siam Is now entirely in the hands of | 
the priests, the boys going to the tem- | 
ples for instruction between the ages 
of eight and thirteen. | 

The teaching is most inadequate and 
elementary. By the precepts of the

He speaks several lan- 
guages and Is familar with the work 
of the best British, American, French, 
German and Siamese authors and has 
written several books and plays that | 
were favorably received. He has ap- 
peared on the stage as an amateur and 
has shown ability that would enable 
him to make a living as an actor if It 
were hecessary. 

A little less than five years ago King 
Chowfa created quite a stir in Hterary 
circles of France when he pubiished | 
an interesting volume telling in quaint 
but charming style the mysterious and 
curious folklere of his native land. 
About the same time several of his |! 
dramatic productions were staged at | 
Budapest and attracted much atten- 
tion, not solely because the young mon 
arch finished his education In that elty, 
but because of their merit. 

The new king of Slam knows every 
movement of the intricate British and 
German military tactics. He has mas- 
tered the science of soldiery to the last | 
letter, for not only has he studied at | 
Sandhurst, but he has been a cadet | 
at Potsdam end has been attached to !

Bids for the coustruction of the eut- 
ters were called for from private firms, 
but all were rejected as being above 
the appropriation. As all revenue cut- 
ters are now practically auxiliary na- 
Val vessels, the government decided to 
build them at navy yards. 

The Boston, New York and Norfolk 
yards on this coast and the Mare 
island and Puget sound navy yards 
on the 


pacific coast have been asked 
to submit estimates. It is generally 
conceded that the Boston yard will be 
given one of the ships, as the New 
York and Norfolk yards now have na- 
vel vessels under construction, and as 

» local yard has the equipment and 
force for building a boat of the size 
of the cutters, only a few years ago 
completing the steel practice sailing 
ship Severn, which is about the same 
size and hull type. 

The new cutters, according to the 
plans received at the Boston yard, are 
to be 200 feet long, 34 feet beam and 
have a tonnage displacement or weight 


of 1224 tons. The largest steel ship 
built at the local yard in recent years 
Was the Severn, which was originally 
named the Chesapeake and which dis- 
aces but 1175 tons

ARBITKATION YS STRIKES. 

Declaraing stikes and !ockouts to be 
illegal and providing compulsory ar- 
bitration for all disputes are the 
means set forth to solve the labor 
question in a bill prepared by State 
Senator George W. Shaefer of Spok- 
ane, for introduction at the coming 
session of the Legislature. 


The pen- 
alty for inciting a strike or a lockout 
is fixed at $1,000. 


The bill provides that any employe! 


may be fined $50 for every day he is 
on strike, while any employer causing 
a lockout becomes liable to a fine of 
$10 a day for each employe thus de- 
prived of work. This in no instance 
to be less than $100 a day in 
the aggregate. The arbitration board 
is to be composed of five members, 
two each to be selected by employer 
and employed, the four chosen to ap- 


point the fifth. Any member accept- 


ing a gratuity from either side is 


liable to a fine of $1,000.

lows: Wages, hours and terms of em- 
ployment, employment of children, 
favoritism, faulty material or damaged 
work, established customs and uses of 
various trades and interpretation of 
agreements.

DERAILED CAR 
“IN NARROW GUT 


Threatened Destruction to 
Speedy Express Train 


BRAKEMAN BECOMES A HERO 


Leaps From Cab of Freight Locomo- 
tive Traveling at Rate of Thirty 
Miles an Hour and Fisgs Fast 
Train, Greatly Reducing Its Speed 
Before It Crashes Into Obstruction— 
Faints After Severe Strain 


North Adams, Mass., Jan. Oct 
Brakeman David Leighton leaped from 
the cab of a engine traveling at thirty 
miles an hour, saved a west-bound 
Boston express running to destruction 
with its load of passengers in a nar- 
row cut, blocked by a derailed car, 
and then swung himself by a shrub 
to the top of a cliff just in time to 
save his own life. 

A fraction of a second later the ex- 
press train, speeding at fifty miles an 
hour, rushed beneath him as he clung 
to the face of the ledge. 

The express, running at greatly re- 
duced speed, because of his efforts, 
crashed into the obstruction near Zoar 
and demolished several cars. 

Leighton was riding in the engine 
cab of an extra-east-bound freight. 
On the curve in the cut opposite 
Beaver island, a loaded coal car in the 
middle of the train jumped the track, 
derailing several cars behind it, and 
filling up the cut with wreckage. 

With the first jar in the cab, 
caused by the sudden pull of the 
train, Leighton looked out Just 
ahead, rounding the curve, flashed 
the headlight of an express from Bos- 
ton, racing toward the® messed up 
freight cars in the cut. 

Leighton, realizing that the sides of 
the express would almost grate along 
the rocky walls of the cut, never- 
theless leaped from the cab, waving 
his red lantern. 

He hit the cinders, plunged head- 
long, then leaned to his feet again, 
waving the signal to stop. Weak from 
the shock and pain of his leap from 
the cab, the brakeman then sprang at 
the side of the cut. 

His leap landed him against the 
face of the rock. One hand came in 
contact With a shrub growing out of a 
crevice in the ledge. With fast di- 
minishing strength he hauled himself 
clear of the express to a perch on a 
shelflike fault in the ledge, where he 
fainted. 

Engineer Larrabee of the express 
saw the brakeman’s” signal just in 
time. He shut off steam and put on 
the brakes, slowing down the express 
until! it was running at fifteen miles 
only when it crashed into the debris 
of the freight train. 

The passenger locomotive tore the 
coal car to pieces, carromed off the 
rocky side of the cut and ploughed 
into the freight train. The running 
gear of the locomotive was destroyed 
and several freight cars were demol- 
‘hed, but beyond the sudden jar ne 
one in the passenger train was in- 
jured. 

The engineer of the freight» train, 
knowing that Leighton had signalled in 
time to save the express, started the 


' search for his body, thinking that he 


had been ground under the wheels of 
the big passenger locomotive. 

Passengers and train crews scoured 
the cut, crawled under cars, without 
success, until Conductor Rose, from 
the top of a freight car, saw Leighton 
on the ledge.

Her body was found by her sister, 
Mrs. Esther Blestein, in the little 
little grocery store at4 Ambrose 
street, which Mrs. Fine had conduct- 
ed for the support of herself and her 
boys, Saturday night, scarcely two 
hours after Mrs. Blestein had seen 
her there alive and well. 

Boxes and bins had been overturned 
and their contents strewn over the 
floor, the disorder of the whole store 
being a silent witness to the struggle 
that ended the mother’s life. 

Mrs. Fine's jaw was broken and the 
back of her skull crushed in. One of 
two stabs in her left breast is thought 
to have reached her heart. 

No hint of the crime had gone be- 
yond the walls of the little store be- 
The police, 100 
yards away in the police station of the 
second precinct, were told of the mur- 
der by neighbors. The entire detect- 
ive force of the city was set to work. 

The police discovered in an oil tank 
in the store an empty leather bag. 
This Mrs. Fine had worn at her waist 
in. The strings 
which fastened it to her waistband had 


been cut and the money, probably 
about $40, taken. | 
None of the sons. was home at the) 


time of the tragedy. Louis, the old- 
est, is a distance runner. at 
Brown university.

Mr. Lorimer himself relieved the 
senate of any embarrassment it might 
have felt in bringing up the subject by 
addressing the senate before anyone 
else had spoken a word. Senator 
Owen of Oklahoma had been sched- 
uled to open the proceedings, but he 
yieldéd at once to the man who is now 
Virtually on trial before the senate 
for his political life aud his honor. 

Mr. Lorimer spoke clearly, slowly 
and in a firm voice. He _ referred 
briefly to the passage of the resolu- 
tion of inquiry relative to the charges 
of bribery and corruption in the Illi- 
nois legislature and stated that “af- 
ter considerable time and a thorough 
inguiry,” a report had been made by 
a majority of the committee on priv- 
ileges and elections. 

“I teel because of what 
my election,’ said Lorimer, “and lt 
know I was not elected by bribery and 
corruption and no person was guilty 
of corrupt practice in my election. 1 
feel obligated to my state and to my- 
self to be present in this chamber dur- 
ing this discussion. At some later 
time I shall reserve the right to dis- 
cuss the statements made along with 
the reports. I hope my presence will 
not embarrass any senator who may 
want to discuss this matter, as their 
presence will not embarrass me.” 

Senator Beveridge, by virtue of be- 
ing a member of the committee on 
privileges and election which investi- 
gated charges of bribery against Lor- 
imer, gained a tactical victory by fil- 
ing a minority report attacking the 
position of his colleagues on the com- 
mittee who voted to exonerate’ the 
Illincis senator. 

Senator Owen, 


I know of 


however, introduced 
a resolution to declare the election of 
Lorimer to have been illegal 
and void, but he was not permitted to 
address the senate in its support. The 
senate held,that the resolution under 
the rules would have to go over until 
teday. Leyeridge, then submitted 
his report, the conclusion of which 
was: 

“That this election was invalid un- 
der any pessible view of the law. If 
the senate’so concludes it is our duty 
declare, Therefore I submit the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved, that William Lorimer 
was not duly and legally elected to a 
seat in the senate of the United States 
by the legislature of the state of II!- 
inois.” 

The 
senate 
desiring to open the attack upon Lor- 
imer should have precedence was not 
seted until after an appeal had been 
taken from a ruling by Vice President 
Sherman and he had been reversed. 

Mr. Owen was first recognized. .He 
presented a resolution similar to that 
whieh Beyeridge had incorporated in 
his minority report. It was read and 
Owen was prepared to speak upon it 
when Beveridge demanded the reg- 
ular order, which was the introduc- 
tion of morning business. 

The vice president ruled that the 
Owen resolution was of highest priv- 
ilege and that Owen having been rec- 
ognized had the right to the floor. 
Promptly appealing from the chair, 
Beveridge was supported by a major- 
ity of the senate in his contention 
that the Owen resolution would have 
to lie over one day under the rules. 
This permitted Beveridge to submit 
his report and have it read openly. 

The Beveridge report reviews the 
testimony bearing upon the alleged ac- 
ceptance of bribes by four members 
of the legislature and the testimony | 
of these men that the bribes had been 
paid by three other members.

Would Be Required If New 
Subsidy Bill Passed

Senator Gallinger introduced in 
the National Senate on Tuesday, a re- 
vised ocean mail subsidy bill, which 
eliminates from present consideration 
all trans-Pacific lines and applies only 
to the establishment of ocean mail 
service On routes to South America, 
south of the equator—that is to Bra- 
zil, Uruguay, Argentina, China and 
Peru. 

As in other bills presented, it is pro- 
posed that the postmaster genera! 
shall be authorized to pay for ocean 
mail service on vessels of the second 
American routes the 
per mile ( $4) asis now 
paid for service on vessels of the first 
class between the United States and, 
Puropean ports. 

A provision which is new in subsidy 
bills forbids the award of any contract 
for an ocean mail line to any bidder 
engaged in competitive transportation 
by rail or in the business of exporting 
or importing merchandise. Moreover, 
the postmaster general is directed to 
cancel any contract, the performance 
of which shall “rest within the control 
of any competitive railroad company, 
or any person or persons in control of 
the same through stock ownership or 
otherwise.” The postmaster general 
is directed also to cancel any con- 
tracts held by any person who gives 
undue preference or advantage to any 
particular person, corporation or  lo- 
cality or any particular description of 
traffic. 

The total expenditure in any one 
year under the bill is not to exceed 
$4,000,000 and shall not, in any case, 
exceed the amount of revenue re- 
ceived from the foreign mail service 
over and above the amount otherwise 
paid for such service. 

These new services would require 
the construction of from 20 to 30 
steamships, capable of a speed of at 
least 16 knots an hour and with a. 
gross tonnage of from 8000 to 12,900 , 
tons, built on designs approved by 
the navy department. 

Under the terms of the contracts the | 
ships would have to be turned over to 
the use of the government in times of 
war. Not one American steamship is 
now running on any of the routes cov- | 
ered by the bill.

Atlas and His Load. 

Strictly speaking, “atlas” is a mis- 
«omer for a map book, since it was 
tot the world, but the heavens, that 
the “atlas” of mythology upheld. Mer- 
rator, the famous Dptch geographer, 
who made globes for Emperor Charles 
V. of Germany, was the first to use 
the name in this connection, choosing 
{t as a convenient and in some sort an 
appropriate title, because Atlas, the 
demigod, tigures with a world upon his 
shoulders as a frontispiece of some 
early works on geography. 

Atlas, it was said, made war with 
other Titans upon Zeus and. being. 
conquered, was condemned to bear 
heaven upon his head and hams. Lat- 
er tradition represented hin sat man 
changed by means of Medusa’s Lead 
into a mountain, upon which reved 
heaven and all its stars. 

In any exse, Atlas was always asso- 
ciated with a heavy burden strongly 
borne. Thus Shakespeare makes War- 
wick say to Gloucester: 

Thou art no Atlas for so great a weight. 

It is not difficult to see how by an 
association of ideas this came to be 
chosen as &he name for a book of 
maps which upholds and exhibits to 
us the whole world. 


Marshal Tureen and His Soup. 

There is a quaint old shop in Loudon 
which still bears the name of Samuel 
Birch, the first purveyor of turtle soup 
in the English capital. Amid all the 
changes of the city Birch’s shop in 
Cornhill survives in the guise it wore 
when its owner was lord mayor vf 
London in the memorable year of Wa- 
terloo. Samuel Birch achieved distine- 
tion in many fields. He was an orator 
and a patriot; he was colonel of the 
city militia and accepted with great 
good nature his nickname of Marshal 
Tureen; he was a man of letters, pro- 
dueed plays that held the stage and 
books that were readable, though now 
seldom read. One of his plays, “The 
Adopted Child,” was popular long aft- 
er its author had killed his last turtle. 
lis daughter married Lamartine, and 
one of his sons, a fine classical scholar, 
begat a family of scholars. Yet Birch’s 
claim to fame rests most upon the 
fact that he was the man who made 
turtle soup pepular.

Origin of Fire a Mystery and Will Probably Be Investigated by the 


Box 26 which was sounded at 8.03 
Tuesday night called the fire depart- 
ment and a large crowd of specta- 
tors to a spectacular fire in the ladies 
cloak house of H. Sarkin in the Cen- 
tral building in City Square, owned by 
Henry L. Kincaide. 

The fire when discovered by two 
passers was apparently near the front 
door, and seemed of an incipient na- 
ture. Officer Bishop who the passers 
notified, telephoned to the Central 
fire station, A few seconds later an 
alarm was being sounded from Box 
26, as other parties who had also 
seen the fire had run to the box and 
pulled the alarm. 

When the department arrived the 
place was full of smoke, and smoke 
Was pouring out through the roof and 
door. The fire then seemed to be in 
the rear of the store where the work- 
room is located, and there seemed to 
be plenty of it. Several lines of hose 
were quickly laid, and 
carried to the rear of the building, 
and the flames driven through the 
front of the store. By this time 
sheets of flames were shooting out

ROBERTS CHANGES HIS MIND 


'Converted by Testimony of Expert 


From Coast and Geodetic Survey 
That Peary Was Close to Pole— 
Explorer Will Be Made Admiral and 
Receive Thanks of Congress If Bates 
Bill Is Passed 


Washington, Jan. 14.—Captain 
Robert E. Peary will be retired as a 
civil engineer with the rank and pay 
of a rear admiral and also will be 
given the formal thanks of congress 
tor his discovery of the North Pole, if 
the house and senate accept a bill re- 
ported to the house from the house | 
committee on nava! affairs. Contrary 
to expectations, there was no opposi- 
tion to this action on the part of the 
committee. 

Representatives Macon of Arkansas 
and Roberts of Massachusetts, who 
have bitterly opposed all bills intro-

the expert from the coast and geodetic 
survey, who went over Peary’s data, | 
was so conclusive and convincing that 
had it been presented to the commit- 
tee a year ago there would have been 


no opposition to an award for the} 


Arctie explorer. Mitchell figured that 
the data submitted to him showed be- 
yond any question that Peary was 
Within one and one-half miles of the 
Pole.

the senate naval committee, was 
passed last winter with rare prompt- 
ness. It provided for the retirement 


‘of Peary as an admiral of the line.

As soon, how- 
ever, as the line of the navy was 
aware of this, opposition was prompt 
and decided, 

The honse naval committee has now 
Yielded and the’ senate bill has been 
amended so that Peary will be re- 
tired with the rank and pay of an ad- 
miral, but not actually as an admiral 
of the line. The difference lies in 
the ancient and cherished distinction 
that, while he may wear a pres 
uniform and have the same honors in 
ceremonies, he cannot be regarded as 
an Officer who has had command. 

If congress passes the Bates Dill, 
Peary will go down In history as one 
of the few men who have received the 
formal thanks of congress. The rec- 
ords show that since the establish-

ment of the government only twenty- 


two persons have been awarded the 
thanks of congress. The list is headed

Between 2,000 and 3,000 of the) 
voters are slated to stay away from 
the polls for the next five years. As 
there are only about 6,500 voters in 
the entire county, more than one-third 
will thus be disqualified. | 
Judge A. Z. Blair, the man directing 
operations, says that the number may 
go higher and may include half of the 
men in the county. He has expressed 
the opinion that two-thirds of them 
have been guilty of selling their votes 
at one time or another. This ts about 
the most staggering revelation of cor- 
ruption yet made. | 
Lest any pharisaical finger of scorn 
be pointed at Adams county, however, 
jt may be as well to state that the dif- 
ference between her and certain other 
counties—I was about to say all other 
counties—is that she fas repented and 
is trying to cleanse herself. In that 
far she has all the best of the compari- 
son and is entitled to praise. She is 
worthy of additional commendation for | 
the reason that she is setting a whole- | 
some example to the nation. 


Thirty Years’ Political Debauchery. 


The testimony shows that the buy-! 
ing and selling of votes has been go- 
ing on in this Ohio county for more | 
than thirty years. One man sald there. 
have not been more than three or four 
honest elections in all that time. Po-} 
litical committees, candidates, election 
officials and practically all in authority | 
were implicated. The drain on candi- | 
dates was so heavy that several spent | 
more to be elected than their entire 
Salary. A few were financially ruined, 
by running for office. Under this 
regime office seekers became scarce. 
Men were not less anxious for the 
plums, but the price was too high. It 
got to be so that men had to be draft- | 
ed to go on the ticket. 

The corruption started in a small) 
way, but the voters themselves were | 
60 eager to sell their portion of sov- 
ereignty that the shameful habit be- | 
came fixed. Election day came to be 
regarded like Christmas—as a season 
of gifts. At first the bargain and sale 
were secret, the negotiations usually 
being carried on in a back lot at mid- 
night. After a time it grew more 
open, and men boasted of the amounts 
they received. One old gentleman 
mounted a box in front of the court- 
house and auctioned off his vote to 
the highest bidder, and, thouch officers 
of the law were standing by, nothing | 
was done about it. 

Both parties were concerned in the 
traffic, and this gave not a few of the 
voters a chance to work both sides of 
the street. One old chap testified that 
he had got $10 from the Democrats, 
an additional $10 from the Repub- 
licans and wound up the day by work- 
ing the Republican candidate for sher- 
iff for $38. He did not say which way 
he voted, but possibly eased his con- | 
science, if he had any left, by split- | 
ting his ticket. | 


Vote Buyers Cautious. 


The vote buyers usually made sure, 
however, that they were not fooled by 
these double barreled vote sellers. To 
do this an election judge had to be a 
confederate. By shaking each ticket 
open the judge could see which way 
it was marked and so report by , 
scratching his ear or by some other 
sign. Another method of identifica- 
tion was to have each bought voter 
mark his ballot in a peculiar way, a 
different sark being arranged for 
each seg Sometimes the marking 
would be for a Prohibition or Socfal- 
ist ahh e for some unimportant 

office. If a ballot was found with 
this pecullar marking the voter would 
be paid. The bidding was often fast 
and furious. One man, Uncle Fred- 
die Bock, went back and forth be- 
fween the Republicans and Democrats 
until his price was raised from $10 to 
$2h. 


A@nms is a poor county, but poverty 


was not always the excuse for vote 
selling. One of the culprits is worth 
$50,000. Others are ministers of the 


gospel, lawyers and doctors. Often a 
higher price would be given a man of 
“Snfluence” on the theory that he could 
rwing other votes with his own.

“Aerial Jurisdiction” was the sub- 
ject of a paper read recently by George 
G. Wilson of Harvard “university at 
the meeting of the American Political 
Science association at St. Louts.  Pro- 
fessor Wilson told of the three prinel- 
pal theories that have been establish- 
ed as to who controls the air with re- 
spect to aerial navigation. 

These three theories, he said, were 
promulgated at the meeting of the in- 
ternational conference on nerial navi- 
gation held at Paris. 

The first theory is that the air is 
free for navigation by any machine, 
recurdiess of its nationality. 

The secoud theery Is that the state 
has the rieht of jurisdiction over all 
the ulr above It, the same boundaries 
applying in the air over the states as 


on terra trma. 

The third theory !s that the aerial 
| space may be regarded in the same 
light us the ocean—namely, that it is 
free, with certsin limitations, ‘The 
ocean hes a three mile zone which 
ench nation controls along its const. 
This system might be applied to the 
air by establishing a helght limit, say, 
| seven thousand feet, below which con- 
trol would be vested In the state and

The Boston deelgates, 
nll representing the chamber of com- 
merce, are largely responsible for the 
movement to vitalize this venerable 
rganization, but the issue is in no 
sectional. 

For more than forty years the na- 
tional board of trade has been the one 
business body whose 
been commonly aecepted as represent- 
ative of national business sentiment. 
During certain periods of its career 
the board has been as genuinely in- 
fluential as when it was an important 
factor in the establishment of the 
partment of commerce and labor. 

For several years the president of 
the organization has been Frank D. 
za Lanne of Philadelphia, a retired 
business man of large wealth and much 
publie spirit. Through his interest in 
the success of the annual meetings, 
La Lanne has come to absorb many of

Into Unexplored Lands. 
On March 3 Mr. Rainey, accompa-

,the arctic; “Hunter” Black, a confrere 


of Selous and Cuaninghame; FE. R. 
Shelly, overseer of his Mississippi es- 
tate, and a moving picture man, will 


leave London for Mombasa and a few | 


weeks Jater will be blazing his own 
trail through the Golbo plains country, 
a practicaily unexplored region sev- 
eral hundred miles north of Nairobi 
and much farther into that “darkest” 
interior than the Rovosevelt party ven- 
tured. 

They are going across one of the 
African deserts straight into the coun- 
try of the man eaters, a_ territory 
whese edge has only been visited by 
one white man, Colonel Patterson, 
who wrote of his travels in 2 book call- 
ed “The Grip of the Niuka.” For a 
trip which on appearances might be 
regarded as the pleasure quest of a 
young man whose father left him $60,- 
000,000 Mr. Rainey’s expedition is 
one of the most pretentious ever plan- 
ned, for unless he meets with some 
misfortune, such as being stricken with 
jungle fever, it promises to add ma- 
terlally to the record of explorative 
achievement and the science of zoo @ 
uy. 

Valuable to Science. 

“One of the most interesting things 
T plan to do,” said Mr. Rainey, “is to 
hunt Hons with bear bounds. This 
will be practically an original under- 
taking. 1 understand ‘Buffulo’ Jones 
tried it, but I don't believe he thought 
much of the plan—anyway, I don't 
think he persisted fn it. But I belfeve 
It will revolutignize Hon hunting.” 

Mr. Rainey's sofari, or caruvan, will 
be one of the largest to start from 
Uganda. He will have 100 native por- 
ters, more than a dozen head of cam- 
els for the passage of the desert and 
pontes and mules for the pack trains. 
These latter are of a particular breed 
which are not affected by the sting of 


the poisonous tsetse fly. 


Some of the Perils. 

“The chief dangers, ax I understand 
ft," said Mr. Ratney, “are from the 
charges of the rhino in the country 
where the brush {s dense, as it is in 
the Goibo territory. Qne has to be 
mighty cureful of these fellows, for 
they are about the fiercest of the wild 
ant!mals. 

“Then a wounded lion is a mighty 
tough customer, and I promise you I'll 
be careful of them. Iam very anxious 
to get some moving pictures of the 
natives spearing a lion. We were very 
fortunate with our moving pictures in 
the arctic.” 

Mr. Rainey will also visit India on 
his way home to hunt tiger.

LORIMER IS HOTLY DENOUNCED 


Votes For Him Which Were “Deliv- 
ered” by White Were Talnted and 
Should Be Cast Out, According to 
Idaho Senator—Says Testimony Be- 
fore Investigating Committee Showed 


That Bribery Had Been Committed

Burrows’ defense of Senator Lorimer 
of Illinois, took not only the opposite 


view to Burrows, but drew conclu- 
tions hostile to Lorimer more extreme

the senate. 

Mr. Borah’s speech was a scorching 
rejoinder to Burrows and a scathing 
denunciation of what Borah character- 
ized as a machine, “controlled anf di- 
rected by a powerful mind,” which 
carried on its corrupt operations in the 
legislature and even in the courts up 
to the time it was exposed by the con- 
fessions of the witnesses summoned by 
the senate investigating committee. 

By careful analysis of the testim@ny 
he sought to prove the accuracy of the 
confessi 
of circumstantial evidence offered in 
confirmation, such as letters, tele- 
grams and the passing of money. He 
declared that {n an investigation of 
this kind one could not expect to find 
witnesses of the highest character, 
but that in this case the circumstantia 
certain with which the transactions 
are lated corroborated beyound 
question the veracity of the witnesses. 

He found that the testimony con- 
hects the “jackpot” with the alleged 
bribery in the Lorimer election and 
that in the universal condition of cor- 
ruption which existed in the Illinois 
legislature the men to whom the Lori- 
mer money was paid were admitted to 
share in the proceeds of the “jack- 
pote 

He asserted that as Representative 
White had apparently managed the 
southern wing of the corrupt machine, 
not only his own vote but all the votes 
he “delivered” for Lorimer were 
tainted and should be cast out. Con- 
tinuing to discuss White's operations, 
Borah asked: 

“What was it that prompted him to 
vote for Lorimer? Was it friend- 
Ship? Was it honor? Or was it cor- 
ruption? Ask yourself the question 
and see what the answer will be.” 

Mr. Borah analyzed the testimony of 
the witnesses before the investigating 
committ He declared that there 
had been unmistakable bribery. He 
declared that it had been shown con- 
clusively that at least four of the 
Lorimer votes had been obtained by 
bribery. Instead of regarding the 
testimony as flimsy, he thought it sur- 
prising that the committee had heard 
from as many members of the legis- 
He expressed 


ns before the investigations 


tee had not pressed its in- 
as far as it might have done 
advantageously. 

Discussing the part played by 
Browne, the minority leader in the 
Illinois house, Borah declared that 
without bis thirty Democratic votes 
Lorimer's @ection would have been 
impossible. “The election could not 
have been pulled off without fixing 
Browne,” he said. 

“From tbe hour that the senator 
from Illinofs decided to become a can- 
didate,” Borah continued, “ a stream 
of corruption began to flow, and it 
never has ceased. It has gone into 
the courts; it has affected juries; it 
has broken down lawyers; it has left 
broken reputations in its wake. From 
the beginning there has been evidence 
of the organizing ability of a powerful 
mind.” 

Senator Lorimer himself scarcely 
stirred in his seat throughout the ses- 
sion, which was practically given up 
to the fight. Although apparently un- 
perturbed during his defense and the 
bitter attack by Borah, his cheeks 
were flushed and his eyes followed in- 
tently every movement of the speak- 
ers,

CLOTHING MADE OF WOOD. 


Discovery of Substitute For Cotton 
May Have Big Effects. 
Clothes made literally from wood 
are fhe latest surtorial venture. A be 
ginning is being made with the mak- 
ing of waistcoats. The discovery of 
this new process is lurgely due to the 
fact that bleached cotton is known to 
be composed of very nearly pure cel- 

lulose. 

Working on this basis, 
have discovered a metbod of munu- 
facturing a thread of cellulose extract- 
ed from spruce wood. 

Cotton spinners are exceedingly op- 
timistic about the discovery, it ts as 
serted, and with material manufac- 
tured from this latest process expect 
to produce clothing at prices far be 


low those now charged. ‘The tinest 
product will, it is said. be cheaper 
than cotton in the bale. 

In addition to this cardinal advan- 


tage the new material can be dyed any 
color, and, a very important point, 
the dye will not fade. Lastly, the ma- 
terial is noninflammu«able.

MADE OF GOLD AND BRONZE. 


Late King Chulalongkorn, Determined 
That Bangkok Should Be Equally 
Honored, Called on People to Help In 
Furnishing Metal and Then Gave 
Magnificent Dedicating Celebration. 


Siam was a short time ago the scene 


of one of the most interesting events 
of its history. The Inte King Chula 


longkorn while touring in the north- 
ern part of his kingdom at the end of 
his reign visited the ancient town of 
Pitsanuloke, which contained within 
its walls a celebrated many centuries 
old figure of Buddha. 

The king was so filled with enthusi- 
asm by this statue that he made a vow 
to place a similar figure in the royal 
temple, Wat Suan Dusit, in the capi- 
tal of his kingdom. He sent off some 
Buddhist priests immediately to Bang- 
kok, ordering them to bring back six 
old bronze cunnon captured during a 
war with Burma to Pitsanuloke. In 
the meantime the king so pushed on 
the work that by the time the cannon 
urrived the process of casting could be 
begun. 

People Contribute Treasures. 

Faithful Buddhists streamed from 
far and near and threw gold and silver 
into the glowing mass. Girls took off 
their costly jewels and offered them as 
a sacrifice. Whole families would 
gladly have given their all. In order 
that the sanctity of the ancient statue 
should be conveyed to the new two 
consecrated silver cords were fastened 
to the ears of the old statue and given 
into the charge of the highest bonzes, 
who watched day and night and sang 
and offered prayers Incessaotly. 

Amid the rejoicings of the@®peo- 
ple, the custing was finished, and the 
statne, under the guidance of the king, 
was conveyed in solemn procession 
down the river to Bangkok, where the 
work of art was to be completed. 

It is said that hundreds of chisels 
were broken during the work. King 
Chulalongkorn gilded the face himself 
and placed in the forehead an enor- 
Ineus precious stone. Then the whole 
figure was gilded and adorned with 
Buddhistic rosaries of fiery brilllants 
from the king’s trensury. 

At lust the great day came when the 
new Buddha wus to be brought to the 
royal temple, Wat Suan Dusit. 

Brilliant Dedicating Procession. 

The scene under a glowing tropical 
sun wus so wonderful, so gorgeous in 
color, that it will remain unforgetta- 
ble by all who witnessed it. he gor- 
geous statue of Buddha, as if carried 
by an invisible power, moved majes- 
tleally on tbe glittering waves of the 
broad river Menam, followed by the 
purple and goid stute barges of the 
king, the queen and the whole court. 

Numberless Buddhist priests clad in 
yellow garments followed in long fan- 
tastic boats, singing to the curiously 
beautiful sounds of the Siamese mu 
sical instruments. Then came hun- 
dreds of little boats filled with the 
populace, who ended the strange fleet. 

The front of the temple was left 
open to receive the statue of the new 
Buddha, whose golden body glittered 
in the sunlight. It was conducted 
into the temple to the sound of the 
Siamese national hymn, the festive 
ringing of gongs and the singing of 
the bonzes. Suddenly there came a 
great silence, during which the king 
witb a ringing voice bestowed upon 
the Buddha the name Phra Chinerai.

dential Nomination—Some Question 
Whether Insurgents Will Be Helped 
by Organization of League—Taft 
Is Considered a Progressive 


Washington, Jan. 25.—The chief 
interest excited in Washington by the 
announcement of the organization by 
Republican insurgents of the national 
| progressive Republican league relates 
;to the universal assumption that this 
is essentially an anti-Taft organiza- 
tion. 

It was engineered primarily by Sen- 
ator La Follette and its declaration 
of principals is signed also by Senator 
Cummins of Iowa. Both are reputed 
candidates for the presidency. It is 
known that ex-President Roosevelt de- 
clined to sign the paper, although he 
wrote a letter expressing his sym- 
pathy with the principals set forth. 
But for a long time it has been under- 
stood that Roosevelt has abandoned, 
for the present at least, any idea of 
appearing in the 1912 campaign as a 
candidate. 

Granting that one purpose of the 
league is or will be to oppose the re- 
nomination of Mr. Taft, politicians 


here are seriously discussing whether | 


the progressive movement will be 
helped by the new organization. While 
Cummins, La Follette, Beveridge and 
their colleagues and the insurgents of 
the house were unorganized fighters 
for progress, they made great head- 
way. They overturned the Cannon 
| organization in the house, they great- 
ly modified the policies of the senate, 
and in the recent elections they over- 
{whelmed in almost every test reac- 
tionary senators and representatives. 

Another angle of the situation also 
is provoking discussion. This is the 
jimplication, in consequence of the 
organization of the insurgents, that 
President Taft is not a _ progres- 
sive.

Many of his best 
works were written while living in 
pitifully inadequate surroundings. One

Washington, Jan. 25.—For the firs 
time since the debate in the 
in the case of Senator Lorimer of Illi- 
nois began, mention was made of the 
reported interest of the president in 
the unseating of that senator because 
of the charges of bribery made in con- 
nection with his election. 

The reference was made by Senator 
Paynter of Kentucky, who was a 
member of the sub-committee which 
made the investigation into the charges 
and of the full committee on privileges 
and elections, which brought in a re- 
port exonerating the Illinois senator. 

Declaring the question to be a ju- 
dicial one, Paynter said: “I did not ap- 
proach the investigation with any feel- 
ing or thought that the country de- 
manded a victim to appease its wrath, 
or that any member of this body, if 
such demand were made, would sub- 
serviently yield to it; neither did I 
that a_ sacrificial offering 
senator 
nor did 
I suppose it was necessary to do so to 
give character and standing to the ad- 
ministration.”

Having brought the president into’ 


the discussion, the Kentucky senator 
professedly undertook to eliminate 
him from it. Referring to the fre- 
quent assertion in the public press 


| that the president is using his, person- 


al, if not official, influence against 
Lorimer, Paynter said he desired to 
resent the imputation against the pres- 
ident. “I have had,” he said, “an 
exalted opinion of the president's char- 
acter, and have believed that he has 
chosen wisely in many 
tions for judical positions. He has 
been a judge and knows the rights 
and liberties of the people are sate 
only with an honest and independent 
Judiciary. 

“The president is a great lawyer, 
and knows that the constitution di- 
vides our government into branches, 
and that it was intended that one 
branch should not invade the province 
of another. The president knows that 
the senate is made the judge of the 
election of its members: therefore, 
the constitution denies to the executive 
and judicial branches of the 
ment the right to determine who is 
entitled to a seat In this body. Cer- 
tainly the president would not attempt 
to violate the spirit, if not the letter, 
of the constitution, which he has 
promised to obey. Surely he does not 
want to do that.” 

Declaring that such a course on the 
part of the president would be “calam- 
{tous and humiliating,” he said the 
president could as well advise the su- 
preme court as to the tenor of its de- 
cisions in the Standard Oil and To- 
bacco trust cases as undertake to in- 
fluence the senate’s course with refer- 
ence to its action for or against Lor- 
imer. 

Referring to Senator Beveridge and 
the minority report he presented at- 
tacking the Lorimer election, Paynter 
remarked: “If he committed an error 
in the preparation of the minority re- 
port I think he is entirely excusable. 
The senator had to prepare it in gre: 
haste because he and another 
guished senator, Mr. Owen, were in 
a mad rush, ina frantic effort to strike 
the first blow In this contest. Both, 
from their point of view, were en- 
deavoring to enlighten an expectant 
public upon a question affecting the 
honor and dignity of this body.

In the upper branch, how- 
ever, it will be practically impossible 
to get the resolution to a vote at this 
session.

Elm Planted by Quincy Presi- 


dent in White House Grounds 


John Quincy Adams of Quincy,| 


sixth President of the United States, 
is credited with planting an American 
elm in the White House grounds dur- 
ing his Presidency. A piece of one of 
the branches of this elm has been 
furnished to the executive committee 
of the Southern Commercial Congress 
by Col. Spencer Cosby, U.S.A, in 
charge of public buildings and 
grounds. From this fragment of an 
historic tree will be made the handle 
of the gavel to be used by the chair- 
man of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress at {ts meeting in Atlanta, Mar. 
8, 9 and iv. 

The head of the gavel will be made 
up of sixteen pieces of wood, each 
piece representing the forest wealth 
of one of the sixteen Southern States, 
united in the work of the Southern 
Commercial Congress. These contri- 
butions of wood have come in every 
case from the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture of each State, and are duly at- 
tested.

Washington, Jan. 30.—Representa- 
tive McCall of Massachusetts has be- 


/come the author of the administration 


bill in the house embodying the reci- | 
procity agreement between this coun- 

try and the Dominion of Canada. In 

his bill McCall incorporated the list of 

goods upon which the duty is reduced | 
or removed. 

In presenting his bill McCall as- 
sumes the position of defender of the 
reciprocity treaty. Upon him will fall 
largly the responsibility of steering 
this measure through the house. 

Chairman Payne of the house ways 
and means committee, for some rea- 
son so far unexplained, refused to be- 
come the sponsor for the bill, and the 
president thereupon chose MeCall to 
present the agreement to the house in 
form for action. e 

Mr. McCall said he doubted if the 
committee would give extended hear- 
iugs upon the bill. He said the com- 
mittee was prepared to make a report 
without this delay. This has chagrined 
some of the congressmen who wanted 
to propose modifications of the agree- 
ment. 

Among them is Representative 
Gardner of Massachusetts, who has 
asked for a hearing to present argu- 
ment in favor of protection for the 
Massachusetts fishing interests. Gard- 
ner says he has been unable to get 
such a hearing and he does not know 
Whether or not he will appear before 
the committee. 

William L. Glavin of Boston, repre- | 
senting the interests of the woolen im- 
porters of that city, is in Washington, 
sizing up the situation with regard to | 
the effect of the reciprocity agree- 
ment. 

President Taft indicates that he is 
not worrying about the fate of the 
agreement. In his opinion it is now | 
up to the people of the United States 
to decide for themselves whether they 
want it or not. He declares he has 
udvocated other measures which the 
people did not favor and he will bow 
to their will, whichever way they 
shoul decide. The president is 
anxiously watching the press of-the 
country to ascertain the sentiment for 
or against the measure. 


The impression has been strength- 
ened that President Taft’s determina- 
tion to secure action upon the reci- 
procity measure at this session fs such 
that he will resort to an extra s 


ssion } 
if it becomes necessary, to bring the | 
matter to final consideration in both | 
houses of congress. 

It defeat meets the measure, it is 
expected in the senate. The Demo- 
crats in the house, after a fairly care- 
ful poll by the leading members of the | 
minority, are apparently disposed to 
accept the treaty and to support it in 
debate and with their votes. | 

Mr. McCall has been the subject of | 
some speculation because he comes | 
from a state that has complained bit- | 
terly of the free fish provisions in the 
agreement. 

The McCall bill, after indicating the 
duties that are to be levied upon 
Canadian products, provides that 
these shall become effective as soon | 
as the president ascertains and issues 
a proclamation showing Canada is 
levying similar duties upon American 
products. The free importation of 
certain articles is to become operative 
as soon as the president becomes sat- 
istied that Canada is making similar 
concessions to the United States,

“There w as 
some difference,” he said, “between the 
howling mob that met the boat at 
Naples, demanding money of the pas- 
sengers, and the tribe of Africans who 
came bearing gifts. “Their brains are 
net over-developed, however, and 
they cannot appreciate the superiority 
of the white man. gr. Ailen said that 
most of them looked upon their visi- 
tors as fools. 

The trails which were followed went 
through all the different kinds of coun- 
try, prairie, jungle, mountain ridges. 
valleys, and so on. Tie expedition w 


very successful in their hunting and 
brought home 400 birds and 200 smal} 
animals. Several larger ones were 
shot, among them an elephant, but it 
Was impossible to get more than sou- 
venirs from the enormous beast to 
take home. Dr. Allen tried a small 
piece of clephaut trunk for a noon-day 
meal, but it Was too tough for him. 
The natives eat it with ease, either 
raw or cooked, in fact all kinds of 
meat are devoured by them in animal 
fashion. Generally they fat but one 
meal a day late in the afternoon. 
Their clothing is light consisting 
chieily of a toga like garment made 
of coarse drown cloth. The old coats 
and other garments cast off by visi- 
ut de- 
light. One of the party wore a heavy 
winter overcoat day and = night 
throughout the expedition, although 
the thermometer went as high as 120 
degrees very frequently. 
As the party returned to the coast 
they came upon an agricultural sec- 
tion of the country. Indian corn, peas

The towns of Hingham, Hull, Cohas- | 
set and Marshfield filed a petition | 
with the legislature on Monday, asking 
for the enactment of a bill that would

The admittance of the petition was 
opposed by City Solicitor McAnarney, 
who claims that should a law be en- 
acted, as petitioned, Quincy would 
have a double assessment.

USE WHEELS IN ASTRONOMY. 


Sclentists Take Bicycle Kind to Figure 
Meteors’ Velocity. 

An interesting use has been found 
in astronomy for the bicycle wheel. 
By fitting such a wheel with a series 
of opaque screens placed at regular 
intervals and then rotating it with the 
ald of a small motor ut the rate of 
from thirty to fifty turns in a minute 
before the cameras used to photograph 
meteors one investigator has succeed- 


'ed in measuring the velocity of the 


meteor’s fifght. 

The principle depends upon the in- 
terruptions produced by the screens in 
the trails of ight made upon the pho- 
tographic plates by the nying meteor. 
®he velocity of the wheel is known at 
every instant by means of a chrono- 
graphic record, 2nd the length of the 
interruptions indicates the speed of 
the meteor.

Havana, Jan. 31.—J. A. D. Me- 
| Curay’ s attempt at al all-record- 
| breaking flight over the sea from Key | 
! West, Fla., to Havana ended ten 
mjles off the coast after the aviatoi 
had completed 100 miles of the re- 
|}markable journey, he haying run out 
of lubricating oll. j 

When he saw that he could not quite 
reach this port, McCurdy alighted 
safely on the water and the pontoons 
with which it was equipped floated the 
aeroplane until the destroyer Pauld- 
ing, splashing along in its wake, had 
overtaken the aerial craft. McCurdy | 
and his biplane were taken on board, 
| neither the worse for the mishap. 
| At first it was thought that the avi- 
ator cculd make a new start from the 
deck of the destroyer, but this proved 
impracticable, and after considerable 
delay the Paulding brought the whole 
outfit into the harbor. The other 
boats that marked the course across 
the strait had, in the meantime, 
joined the Paulding and the fleet came 
in together. 

McCurdy’s start from Key West, 
upon his record-breaking 110-mile 
over-sea aeroplane flight to Havana, 
Was made under the most favo 
weather conditions. A nine-mile 
| breeze rippled the American flag which 
| was flying from the machine, but it 
did not hinder the birdman's progress. 

A great crowd roared a vociferous 
good-bye to the aviator as the Curtiss 
biplane left earth on its flight. 

“I hope to be in Havana within two 
hours,” declared the aviator just as 
jhe started. The early part of the 
flight was most spectacular, McCurdy 
fiving over the city before launching 
outward upon the course proper for 
Cuba. 

With the speed of a swallow the 
machine sped southward over the roofs 
of the city. The and balconies 
of the buildings were black with peo- 
ple. 

The prospects for fair weather were 
| responsible for a great crowd which | 
began to assemble an hour before the 
Many of them carried Ameri- 
can flags which they waved while they 
cheored the aviator. The 
cutter Forward, the lighthouse tender 
Mangrove and two torpedo boats left 
for their stations. 

McCurdy joked with his mechanics 
while they tinkered over the machin- 
| ery preparatory to a start. His bi- 
piane was in excellent condition, with 
all the parts working without a hitch. 
The machine, which weighs 750 
pounds, was equipped with two sixty- 
horsepower motors and a big s 
tank of a size sufficient to hold enough 
| fuel to make the trip. Two long pon- 
eae were attached to the machine 
has rneath to float it in the event of 
its falling into the watetr.

while McCurdy sped over the crowded 
housetops. 

Thousands watched breathlessly as
